There were 481 children In ave¬ 
rage daily attendance reported for 
the Sierra Madre City elementary 
school district during 1938-39, 
while in 1931-32 there were 387 
children in average daily attend¬ 
ance, .according to state appor¬ 
tionment reports, say.s California 
Taxpayers' association, which 


during the next six years as pre¬ 
vailed in the preceding six years. 

Declines in school enrollments, 
the association stated, reflect the 
declining birth rate over the 
United States as a whole. They 
are not primarily related to the 
depression or the war in Europe; 
they started in 1922. 

“These decreasing first grade 
enrollments throughout California 
mean three thing.,,’’ the associa¬ 
tion declared. "First, enrollment 
in all the elementary grades have 
pa.ssed their pejk; there will be 
fewer children in the elementary 
grades’ over the state as a whole, 
in the next few years. Second, 
junior high school enrollment.^ 
reached their peak in 1938-39, and 
are now decreasing. Third, high 
school enrollments are almost at 
their peak and will start a long 
downward trend in 1941-42. 

"In term.s of expenditures by 
the public schools, these decreased 
enrollments, except in those com¬ 
munities where population in¬ 
creases are concentrated, mean 
that; 

"1 - If your di.strict has enough 
room for its present enrollment, 
it won’t need additional building 
in the immediate future. 

“2 -If your district has enough 
teachers this year, it won’t need 
any more next year. 

"Facts, accompanied by vigor¬ 
ous taxpayer demand are about 
the only things which can be used 
to bring school costs within the 
ability' of the people to pay for 
them,’’ the association declared. 
"A 10 per cent reduction in school 
co.sts can be secured—without in 
any way harming the children to 
be educated- if the taxpayvr will 
go after it. On the whole, school 
enrollments are almost stationary 
—we won’t be needing more 
school houses or additional teach¬ 
ers for several yars to come — 
the children just haven’t been 
born.’’

peak first grade enrollment of 
112,38.0 in 1927-28 — vvhen the 
large post-war crop of babies 
born in 1921 entered the first 
grade, the a.ssociation said. This 
large class of children, as they 
progressed through the school sy.s- 
tem, have swelled total day schcxil 
enrollments throughout the decade 
just completed and in 1938-39 
made up the largest 12th grade 
enrollment, 68,937, in the history 
of the state. However, despite the 
large increases in population in 
t.ie state which have occurred, 
enrollments in the first grade 
have declined until in 1938-39 
there were only 112,021 children 
enrolled in the first grade - 30,000 
fewer children than there were in 
1927-28. 

The 131,543 children who en¬ 
tered the first grade in 1931-32, 
together with tho.se of school age 
who were added to school enroll¬ 
ments because of migration into 
the state, resulted in the 97,880 
enrolled in the eigth grade in 
1938-39. In 1932-33 there were 
121,179 children enrolled In the 
first grade in California’s public 
schools; these children resulted in 
the 96,394 children in the seventh 
grade in 1938-39, and will pro¬ 
gress to an estimated 95,665 en¬ 
rollment in the eighth grade in 
the current year and to a 76,220 
enrollment in the 12th grade in 
1943-44. The a.ssociation’s forecast 
of enrollments assumes the same 
rate of total population growth
